BRITISH SITUATION 1§ CRITICAL 


Line at the Front Must Be Main- 
tained Two Weeks Longer Be- 
fore the Re-enforcements 
En Route Can Render 
Assistance. 


London, November 2.—Special dispatches 
from Ladysmith, dated Tuesday, give 
further details regarding the renewal of 
the bombardment. The Boers having re- 
occupied their old positions and remount- 
ed big guns, their firlmg was accurate, 
but almost narmless, Some of the troops 
were slightly injured by splinters. Lieu- 
tenant F. G. Egerton and his men, from 
the Powerful, did splendid work, and 
quickly silenced the guns. 

The Boers acknowledged having suffer- 
ed heavy losses in men ‘and horses in the 
previous battle. 

General Jan. H. Kock, who was second 
in command in the Transvaal forces, and 
who was wounded in, the battle of 
Elandsiaagte, died in. the hospital at 
Ladysmith Monday nignt. Little Mgnt 
is thrown on the actual situation by the 
news at hand today. The magnitude of 
Monday’s fight, however, is more than 
ever evident. Virtually three actions were 
raging stmu!taneously, but it is obvious 


that. the intention to force back the 
Orange Free State troops was not 
achieved. 

Engaged in Serious War. 

Lord Frederick Roberts, of Candahar, 
commander of the forces in Ireland, while 
reviewing the troops at Kilkenny, said: 

“It is useless to disguise the fact that 
we are engaged in a very serious war, 
a war which will put our resources and 
courage to a very severe test.” 

The correspondent of The Daily News 


at Ladysmith, telegraphing Tuesday, 
Bays: 
‘‘Dr. Hornabrook, while searching for 


the body of Lieutenant Claphan on Um- 
bulwena hill, which was in possession of 
the enemy, met many Boers. Un stat- 
ing the object of his quest, he was Kindly 
received. The concensus of opinion 
among the Boers, he thinks, is that they 
are sick of fighting and would like to 
throw up the sponge. They said their 
loss yesterday was heavy and due chiet- 
ly to our artiliery fire.” 

All was quiet at Buluwayo, in Rhodesia, 


eccording to dispatches received this 
morning up to wctober 27th. There has 
been some skirmishing on the border. 
Apparently extensive preparations are 
in progress at De Aar, Cape Colony, for 
the concentration of Lieutenant General 
Buller’s army. Thousands of mules are 
corralled in that neighborhood and trans- 
port material is being hurried up from 
the south. 
More Guns Mounted at Durban. 

The naval brigade at Ladysmith has 
mounted four more guns from Durban. 

The report comos from Rome that Port- 
ugal will permit the landing of British 
trcops at Lorenzo Marques. This coin- 
cides with the view strongly prevalent 
here that the British invasion of the 
Transvaal will be made from that point. 

The morning papers are divided in 
opinion as to whether General White's 
latest list of casualties includes the lossey 
of Lieutenant Colonel Carleton's column 
before its surrender. The preponderance 
of opinion inclines that these are not 
included, since if they were General 
White would probably’ have mentioned 
the fact. 

A report that a Boer force with guns 
from Komatiport is making its way 
through Zululand is held to indicate an 
intention to seize the railway between 
Colonso and Pietermaritzburg, if it has 
not already been seized. This, however, 
will soon be known, a8 armored trains 
are patroling the line. 

Must Hold Out Two Weeks Longer. 

The real question now for the British 
public is, can General White hold cut 
another two weeks, until the army corps 
arrives? Less anxiety would be felt on 
his account were it not that every day 
seems to bring a fresh list of casualties, 
proving that much has been concealed 
as to the real state of affairs. At the 
best, the coming week must prove a 
critical and anxious time. 

The Times, commenting editorially upon 
the fact that news appears to arrive in 
Belgium from south Africa through 
seme channel uncontrolled by British 
censorship, reminds the government that 
information valuable to the enemy can 
similarly leak from Europe to the Trans- 
veal. It suggests that the government 
st.ould fully exercise their rights gnder 
existing conditions, if any stich channel 
has been for special reasons left open 
end it appears to think there may be 
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some truth in yesterday’s Berlin cand 
Paris stories. 

The Daily News suggests that these 
rumors are more likely intended for 
propagation at the Cape and to influance 
the Afrikanders.

“Cape Town—The news of the Boers’ 
two victories around Ladysmith has 
created considerable excitement among 
the Afrikanders who do not conceal their 
joy. Sir Alfred Milner, the British high 
commissioner, is much perturbed at their 
attitude. General White, in these two 
engagements lost about 350 men killed, 
wounded and prisoners, The second vie- 
tory was won by the Free Staters com- 
manded by Lucas Meyer, who seized 
Colonso, thus cutting off the retreat of 
General White, who is wounded. The 
investment of Ladysmith is complete, 
and the Boers are masters of Pletermar- 
itzburg and the Durban railway. 

“News has reached General White that 
Mafeking is closely beseiged, and that 
the Boers have successfuly repulsed the

“It is also confirmed that the Free

HIS AMMUNITION GAVE OUT. 


Surrender of Carleton’s Column 
Could Not Be Avoided. 


London, November 3.—The Daily News 
has a dispatch this morning from Lady- 
smith dated Tuesday at 19.20 a. m., which 
gives the first independent account of 
the cutting off of Lieutenant Colonel 
Carleton's column in the engagements at 
Farquhar’s farm. The report says: 
“The column was sent out Sunday night, 
made a wide detour and reached the 
spurs of the Drakensburg before dawn. 
Colonel Carleton stormed the heights with 
the bayonet and maintained his position 
against great odds until the ammunition 
was exhausted and surrender became in-

New York, November 2.—With his skin 
heavily browned, his face looking a tri- 
fle drawn, his eyes clear and bright, Jim 


| Jeffries tonight nimbly stepped off the 


train at the Pennsylvania railroad sta- 
tion in Jersey City. Sharkey will not ar- 


rive until tomorrow. The heavyweight 


champion of the world had come up on 
the 4:30 train from his training quarters 
at Allenhurst accompanied by his brother, 
Jack, Tommy Ryan and Billy Delaney. 
Having exchanged greetings with his 
friends, the broad-shouldered Californian 
waiked briskly toward the ferry boat 
and came over to this city. On his ar- 
rival at the Twenty-third street ferry, 
he and his trainer jumped into a cab and 
were driven to the Vanderbilt hotel. where 
he will remain until 10 o’clock tomor- 
row morning, when he will leave for 
Coney island. As Jeffries walked into 
the hotel, comment on the activeness of 
the Californian’s legs and general good 
appearance was heard. 
Sharkey at His Quarters Still. 

Although Sharkey had planned to come 
to the city tonight, he changed his mind 
at the last moment and decided to remain 
at his training. quarters at Newdorp, 
Staten island, until tomorrow morning, 
when he will leave for the battle ground. 

Many sporting men from different parts 
of the country arrived in the city tonight. 
They all came here to see the big battle. 
Delegations from Chicago, St. Lous, 
Kansas City, Minneapolis, Denver, Oma- 
ha, Cincinnati, Washington, Baltimore, 
Boston and many southern cities register- 
ed at the various hotels. Many of the 


visitors seemed to favor Sharkey, but 
they asked for odds of 10 to 6, and as a 


result they made few wagers. The sale 
of seats for the contest has been enor- 
mous and the indications point to the 
iargest assemblage ever seen at a ring- 
side in this country. Every box and 
more than half the reserved seats have 
been sold up to midnight tonight. As the 
management of the Coney island club is 
charing $14 more for box seatsthan was 
ever asked for a championship battle ip 
this vicinity, all concerned will reap a 
rich harvest 
Good Purse for Wnner. 

The winner of the contest will receive 
three-quarters of sixty-six and two-thirds 
per cent of the gross receipts. It was 
estimated tonight that the winner’s share 
would be about $30,000, quite a snug sum 
for an. evening’s work. 

Jeffries and Sharkey are scheduled to 
enter the ring at 9:45 o’clock. Each prin- 
cipal has promised to be in the quarters 
at the clubhouse at 9:30 o'clock. Jeffries’s 
dressing room will be on the west side of 
the building, the same he occupied when 
he fought Fitzsimmons. Sharkey will 
use the dressing room on the east side 
of the building. Preceding the big event 
there will be a ten-round bout between 
Kid Goulette, of Rochester, and Tommy 
Moran, of Brooklyn. They will fight at 
128 pounds. Time will be called at a 
8:15 o’clock. 

Delaney Stands by Jeffries. 

Billy Delaney, of San Francisco, who 
trained Corbett for his successful venture 
against Sullivan, said today: 

“My man, Jeffries, will be heard from 
tomorrow night. I 
told you five months ago before he met 
Fitzsimmons that it was a sure thing 
for him. Now take my advice, don’t 
worry about all those stories you hear 
of Jim’s sickness. He's all right, and 
he'll win.sure.”’ 

Ready for His Move on Sharkey. 

Before Jeffries left Allenhurst he went 
several miles at a jog trot, after which 
he skipped the rope 750 times without a 
misstep and his leg movement was all 
that could be desired. Other than this 
work he did nothing and simply prepared 
himself for his “move on Sharkey,” as he 


'facetiously expressed it. 


Sharkey was never in better condition. 
He has trained faithfully and in every 
sense of the word has lived up to the in- 
structions given him by his manager. A 
comparison between his condition and 
that of Jeffries could scarcely be drawn. 
Both are fit. Each has trained assidu- 
ously. Notwithstanding rumors to the

Committee Meeting Yesterday. 


The military commitiee held a short 
meeting yesterday afternoon at 1 o’clock 
in the mayor's office and reports of the 
sub-committees were heard. Chairman 
Brown presided and there was a good at- 
tendance of committeemen. 

Colonel Park Woodward announced that 
the committee appointed to see the au- 
thorities at Fort McPinerson concerning 
the attendance otf the troops from the 
post was abie to report that a large num- 
ber of regulars would be in line tomor- 
row. 

There are a large number of soldiers 
Stationed at McPherson, but it has been 
found impossible for all to attend. Fully 
300 well drilled men, however, have been 
promised and will make a fine appearance 
in @ conspicuous part of the procession.

Provide Quarters and Commissary.

Philippine Commission Submits 
lis Preliminary Report 


DOCUMENT IS A LONG ONE 


Review of Events, ftom Day American 
Fleet Salled ftom Heng Kong 


DEWEY'S MEETING WITH AGUINALDO 


Paper.Gives a Complete Resume of 
All the Work and Observations 
of the Members of the Com- 
mission While on 
the Islands. 


Washington, November 2.~—In accord- 
ance with the understanding reached at 
the conference at the white house yester- 
day the Philippine commission today sub- 
mitted to the president the preliminary 
report which it had promised to prepare. 

The report appears to be a compact 
summary of conditions on the islands as 
the commission left them, of the histor- 
ical events which preceded the Spanish 
war and led to the original Filipino in- 
Surrection; of the exchanges between 
Admital Dewey and the other American 
commanders and the insurgents; the 
breaking out and progress of the present 
insurrection, and finally, a statement of 
the capacity of the Filipinos for self- 
government. A notable feature.of the 
report is a memorandum by Admiral 
Dewey explanatory of his relations with 
Aguinaldo. 

The commission tells briefly how it con- 
ducted the task entrusted to it, hearing 
Statements from all classes of people in 
Manila as to the capabilities of the Fili- 


| pinos for self-government, the habits and 


customs of the people, and also the es- 
tablishment of municipal governments in 
many towns. Atl «Sis matter is to be in- 
cluded in the fina] report. Turning to the 
history of the islands, the commission at- 
taches little importance to the divers re- 
bellions which had preceded dhat of 1896. 
As to this movement they declare that it 
was in no sense an attempt to win inde- 
pendence, but solely to obtain relief from 
intolerable abuses. To sustain this state- 
ment they quote from an insurgent proc- 
lamation issued at the time. The report 
then teils of the insurrection which ended 
by Spain buying off Aguinaldo and his fol- 
lowers. The war begun in 1836 was ter- 
minated by the treaty of Bias-Na-Bate. 
Treaty Never Carried Out. 

The provisions of the treaty were never 
carried out, Spanish abuse beginning 
afresh—in Manila alone more than 200 
men being executed. Hence sporadic ris- 
ings occurred, though they possessed 
nothing like the strength of the original 
movement, The report then tells how Gen- 
eral Augustin came to Manila as govern- 
or general at this juncture and war broke 
out between Spain and the United States. 
Augustin sought to secure the support of 
the Filipinos to defend Spain against 
America, promising them autonomy, but 
the Filipinos did not trust him. 
came the ist of May and the destruction 
of the Spanish fleet by Dewey with the 
resulting loss of prestige to Spain. Then, 


in June, Aguinaldo came. On this point 


the commission says: 

“The following memorandum on the 
subject has been furnished the commis- 
sion by Admiral Dewey: 

‘‘*‘Memorandum of Relations With 
Aguinaldo—On April 24, 1898, the follow- 
ing cipher dispatch was received at Hong 
Kong from Mr. E. Spencer Pratt, United 
States consul general at Singapore: 

“*“Apuinaldo, insurgent leader, here. 
Will come Hong Kong, arrange with 
commodore for general co-operation in- 


surgents Manila if desired. Telegraph. 
aecvé “PRATT.’’ ’ #9 


On the same day Commodore Dewey 
telegraphed Mr. Pratt: 

“Tell Aguinaldo come #00n as possi- 
ble.”’ 

The necessity for haste was due to the 
fact that the squadron had peen notified 
by the Hong Kong government to leave 
those waters by the following day. The 
squadron left Hong Kong on the morn- 
ing of the 25th, and Mirs bay wn the 
Zith. Aguinaldo did not leave Singapore 
until the 26th, and so did not arrive in 
Hong Kong in time to have a conference 
with the admiral. 

Dewey Informed of Insurrection. 

It had been reported to the commodore 
as early as March Ist by the United 
States consul at Manila and others that 
the Filipinos had broken out into insur- 
rection against the Spanish authority 
in the vicinity of Manila, and on March 
30th Mr. Williams had telegraphei: 

“Five thousand rebels, armed, in camp 
near city. Loyal to us in case of war.” 

Upon the arrival of the squadron at 
Manila it was found that there was no 
insurrection te speak of, and it was 
accordingly decided to allow Agu'raldo 
to come to Cavite on board the McCul- 
loch. He arrived with thirteen cf his 
staff on May 198th, and immediately came 
on board the Olympia to call on tha com- 
mander-in-chief, after which he was <«l- 
lowed to land at Cavite and organize an 
army. This was done for the purpcse 
of strengthening the United States forces 
and weakening those of the enemy. No 
alliance of any kind was entered into 
with Aguimaldo, nor was any promise 
of independence made to him then or at 
any other time. 

The commission’s report then rapidly 
sketches events now historical. It tells 
in substance how the Filipinos attacked 
the Spanish and how General Anderson 
errived and Aguinaldo, at h's request, 
moved from Cavite to Bacoor. Says the 
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Aguinald> is-

any other American had made him any 
such promise.”’ 

Wanted To Attack Americans. 

The report then states that Aguinaldo 
Wished to attack the Americans when 
they landed at Paranaque, but was de- 
terred by the lack of arms and ammu- 
nition. From that point on there was 
& growing friction between the Filipinos 
and the American troops. 

“There were no conferences,” savs 

the report, ‘“‘between the officers of the 
Filipinos and our officers with a view 
to operating against the Spaniards nor 
was there co-operation of any kind. . 
. There never was any preconcerted 
operation or any, combined movement by 
the United States and Filipinos against 
the Spaniards.”’ 

Reference is made to Aguinaldo’s de- 
mand that he be allowed to loot Manila and 
take the arms of the Spaniards. The lat- 
ter demand is said to confirm the state- 
ment that he intended to get possession of 
the arms to attack the Americans. Furth. 
er évidence of the hostile intention of the 
Filipinos was found inthe organization of 
“popular clubs,’’ which later on furnished 
® local militia to attack the Americans. 
Along this line the decrees of the Filipino 
congress are also cited, as well as the 
making of bolos (knives) in every shop in 
Manila. It is shown that a considerable 
element in the Filipino congress wished to 
address to President McKinley a request 
not to abandon the Filipinos (at this stage 
the Paris conference was discussing the 
future of the Philippines). The president 
was also to be asked his desire as to the 
form of government he wished to estab- 
lish. But all this time Aguinaldo was 
preparing for war and delaying these mes- 
Sages, and it was understood that the 
attack would come upon the first act by 
the American forces which could afford a 
pretext. 

Aguinaldo Holds Back. 

A brief. chapter then tells of the lack 
of success attending the effort made at 
thih time’ by General Merritt, through a 
commission, to arrive at a mutual under- 
standing with Aguinaldo as to the inten- 
tions, purposes and desires of the Filipino 
people. This brings the, story up to the 
outbreak on the evening of the 4th of 
February, with the attack upon the Amer- 
ican troops following the action of the 
Nebraska sentinel. The commission, in 
concluding this chapter, says: 

““Deplorable as war is, the one in which 
We are now engaged was unavoidable by 
us. We were attacked by a bold, ad- 
venturous and enthusiastic army. No al- 
ternative was left to us except ignomini- 
ous retreat. It is not to be conceived of 
that any American would have sanctioned 
the surrender of Manila to the insurgents. 
Our obligations to other nations and to 
the friendly Filipinos and to ourselves 
and to our flag demanded that force 
should be met by force. Whatever the fu- 
ture of the Philippines may be, there is no 
course open to us now except the prosecu- 
tion of the war until the insurgents are 
reduced to submission. The commission is 
of the opinion that there has been no time 
since the destruction of the Spanish 
squadron by Admiral Dewey when it was 
possible to withdraw our forces from the 
Philippines, either with honor to ourselves 
or with safety to the inhabitants.”’ 

The commission then takes up the con- 
dition of the country at the time of their 
arrival, comparing it with conditions ex- 
isting at the time they left a short time 
ago. A vivid picture is given of the an- 
archy existing among the inhabitants in 
and about Manila during the early spring. 

Commission Establishes Courts. 

The report then speaks of the issuance 
of the commission's proclamation and the 
good effect it had on pubiic sentiment. 
The natives, accustomed to Spanish 
promises, urged upon the commission 
that acts instead of promises should be 
given them. As a result native law 
courts were eStaolished and this greatly 
aided in the restocation of the public con- 
fidence. The flow of population soon be- 


and orderly and all fear of an uprising 
had long since passed. An efficient corps 
of native policemen was on duty. A 
system of public schools in which Eng- 
lish was taught, had been advocated 
by the commission and established by 
General Otis. Some 6,00 scholars were 
in attendance, 

‘In the Tagalo province of Luzon 
where the anti-American feeling had been 
strongest, public sentiment had greatly 
changed, as evidenced by the fact that 
the military governor of Batangas had 
offered to surrender his troops and his 
province if we would only send a small 
force there. The Bicole, in southern Lu- 
zon, had risen against their Tagalo mas- 
ters. The Macabebes were . clamoring 
for an opportunity to fight in our ranks, 
and native soldiers and scouts were al- 
ready serving under General Lawton. 
Stories of the corruption of insurgent 
officers were becoming daily more com- 
mon, and the disintegration of the ene- 
my’s forces was steadily progressing. The 
hopesof assistance from outside source 
seemed to be all that held them to- 
gether.”’ 

Conditions in Other Islands. 

Having given so much attention to the 
island of Luzon, the commission then 
tukes up in detail the conditions in the 
other islands. On this point it is stated 
that the rebellion is essentially Tagalo 
and that when it ends in Luzon it must 
end @hroughout the archipelago. 

Special attention is given to the island 
of Negros, as this seemed a field well 
adapted to the extension of an American 
System. Here the natives had adoptea 
a local form of government, including a 
congress, and had raised the American 
flag. They believed themselves capabie 
of managing their own affairs, and ask- 
ed fu- a battalion of troops to hold in 
check a mountainous band of fanatics. 
The battalion was furnished, but the 
people provec unable to carry out their 
programme owing to ill feeling among 
their own officials. The Americans re- 
rained popular. At the request of Ger- 
eral Otis a new and simplified scheme 
of government for the island, giving 
the people a iarge voice in their affairs, 
but placing an American in full control, 
was put into operation. It brought 
about satisfaction, and pwblic order is 
better in the island today than at any 
time during the last twenty years. Sum- 
marizing the failure of the native form 
of guvernment, and the success of the 
American control, the commission says: 

“The flat failure of this attempt to es- 
tablish an independent native zovern- 
maut in Negros, conducted as it was un- 
der the most favorable circumstances, 
muahes it apparent that here, as weil as 
in the less favored provinces, a iarge 
amoun: of American control is at present 
abdgoluie'y essential to a successful ad- 
m‘nistration of public affairs.’ 

Efforts to Conciliate Aguinaldo. 

The efforts at conciliation with Aguin- 
aldo and his various commissions are set 
forth in detail. These commissioners 
were assured of the beneficent purpose 
of the United States and the president’s 
readiness to grant the Filipino people as 
large a measure of home rule and as 
ample liberty as consistent with the ends 
of government, ‘subject only to the 
recognition of the sovereignty of the 
United States—a point which, being es- 
tablished, the commission invariably re- 
fused even to discuss.” 

The commission adds that nothing came 
of negotiations, as Aguinaldo’s emissar- 
fes were without power, and merely 
came, and came again for information. 
The report sums up thé result of these 
fruitless exchanges ‘as follows: 

“‘No better proof could be furnished 
that the primary object of his struggle 
is not, as is pretended, the liberty of 
the Filipino peoples, but the continu- 
ance of his (Aguinaldo’s) own arbitrary 
and despotic power. In any event, the 
American people may feel confident that 
no effort was omitted by the commission 
to secure a peaceful end of the strug- 
gle, but the opportunities they offered 
and urged were all neglected, if not, in- 


deed, spurned.”’

“We learned that the strongest anti- 


galo provinces, namely, Manila, Cavite, 
Laguna, Batangas, Morong,

named and hardiy existed in the last 
four. The population of these provinces 
is estimated to ve about 1,500,000, but it 
should not be supposed that even in the 
six provinces immediately adjacent to 
Manila the people were united in their 
opposition to us. Even there there was a 
strong conservative element, consisting 
of people of ‘wealth and intelligence, op- 
posed to the war.”’ 

Under the head ‘ihe Rebellion Not a 
National Movement’ the report treats of 
the rebellion outside of the province vt 
Luzon, where, it is stated, the uprising 
was viewed at first with indifference and 
later with fear. Throughout the archi- 
pelago at large there was trouble only at 
those points to which armed Tagalos had 
been sent in considerable numbers. The 
machinery of insurgent ‘‘government’”’ 
served only for plundering the peopie 
under the pretext of levying ‘“‘war con- 
tribution, while many of the insurgent 
officials were rapidly accumulating 
wealth.’’ It is stated that the insurgent 
administration through the interior was 
worse than in the days of Spanish mis- 
rule; in many provinces there was abso- 
lute anarchy and frum all sides came pe- 
titions for protection and help. 

Prosperity Coming Back. 

As to the state of affairs when the com- 
mission left the report says fields wers 
being planted and the people, protected 
by our troops, were enjoying peace, s-- 
curity and a degree of participation ir 
their own gov2riment previously un- 
known in the history of the Philippines. 

The chapter devoted to establishment 
ef municipal government gives in detail 
the efforts in that direction. There were 
many difficulties encountered. The towns 
of Bacoor and Imus were selected for the 
purpose of experiment. and: after talks 
with the local “head men” a iocal] form 
of government was established. Encour- 
aged by the result, the work was con- 
tinued at Paranaque and Las Pinas with 
similar good results. At the request 
of General Lawton. who had been as- 
signed to this work by General Otis. the 
ecmmission prepared a simple scheme 
of municipal government similar enough 
to the old system to be readily compre- 
hensible to the natives, but giving them 
liberties which they had never before 
enjoyed. This scheme was adopted, and 
gave general satisfaction. Governments 
were organized with even more satisfac- 
tory results in Pandacan, Santa Ana, 
San Felipe, Meri, San Pedro and Machel, 
while a slightly different system was 
put into effect in Malabon, Polo, Obando, 
Meyeauya, Yang and Malolos. 

The commission sums up the situation 
at the time of their departure as fol- 
jows:

Filipinos Are Not a Nation. 

‘The Filipinos are not a nation but a 
variegated assemblage of different tribes 
and peoples and their loyalty is still of the 
tribal type.”’ 

Concerning their intellectual capacities 
the commision says: 

“As to the general intellectual capaci- 
ties of the Filipinos, the commision is 
disposed to rate them high. But except 
in a limited number of persons those ca- 
pacities have not been developed by edu- 
cation or experience. The masses of the 
— are uneducated. That intelligént 
public opinion on which popular govern- 
ment rests does not exist in the Philip- 
pines. And it cannot exist until education 
has elevated the masses, broadened their 
intellectual horizon, and disciplined their 
faculty of judgment. And even then the 
power of self-government cannot be as- 
sumed without considerable previous 
training and experience under the guid- 
ance and tutelage of an enlightened and 
liberal sovereign power. For the bald 
fact is that the Filipinos have never had 
any experience in governing themselves.’’ 

The report shows that this inability for 
self-government is due to the old Spanish 
regime, which gave the Filipino little or 
no part in governing themselves. After 
reviewing this Spanish system, the com- 
mission sums up on this point: 

“This is all the training in self-govern- 
ment which the inhabitants of the Phil- 
ippine islands have enjoyed. Their lack 
of education and political experience, 
combined with their racial and linguistic 
diversities, disqualify them, in spite of 
their mental gifts and domestic virtues, 
to undertake the task of governing the 
archipelago at the present time.”’ 

“Should our power by any fatality be 
withdrawn, the commission believes that 
the government of the Philippines would 
speedily lapse into anarchy, which would 
excuse, if it did not necessitate, the in- 
tervention of other powers, and the event- 
ual division of the islands among them. 
Only through American occupation, there- 
fore, is the idea of a free, self-governing 
and united Philippine commonwealth at 
all conceivable. .And the indispensable 
need, from the Filipino point of view, of 
maintaining American sovereignty over 
the archipelago is recognized by all intel- 
ligent Filipinos and even by those insur- 
gents who desire an American protec- 
torate. The latter, it ig true, would take 
the revenues and leave us the responsi- 
bilities. Nevertheless, thy recognize the 
indubitable fact that the Filipinos can. 
not stand alone. Thus the welfare of the 
Filipinos coincides with the dictates of 
national honor in forbidding our abandon- 
ment of the archipelago. We cannot from 
any point of view escape the responsi- 
bilities of government which pur sover- 
eignty entails, and the commission is 
strongly persuaded that the performance 
of our national duty will prove the 
greatest blessing to the peoples of the 
Philippine islands.”

‘Topeka Is Filled with Sixty Thousand 


Visitors When Men Arrive, 


ENTIRE STATE SEEMS PRESENT 


Monster Parade Arranged for Troops 
Who Fought Well and Hard 
Against Aguinaldo’s Sol- 
diers—Honors to 
Funston. 


Topeka, Kan., November 2.—Returning 
warriors never received a more royal 
welcome home than that accorded to the 
soldiers of Kansas’ famous fighting Twen- 
tieth on its arrival from San Francisco 
today. General Frederick Funston came 
in for the lion’s share of attention shown 
to the officers, and! the “‘little hero of 
Manila’ was literally taken off his feet 
by his admirers in their eagerness to dis- 
play the‘r regard for him. 

At every station in Kansas after the 
Colorado line was crossed early this 
morning cheering crowds met the sol- 
diers and greeted them in unstinted fash- 
icon. The schools and the colleges along 
the line were closed, business was prac- 
tically suspended and the people flocked 
to the trains by thousands. Snow in 
the mountains had delayed the trains and 
it was 12:5 this afternoon before the 
first section reached Topeka. The three 
other sections followed closely, the last 
squad of soldiers being landed shortly 
before 4 o'clock. 

Thousands Greet the Warriors. 

So many thousands of people were on 
the platform and the railroad tracks 
that the train had to fairly crawl into 
the depot. Whistles shrieked, cannon 
boomed, dozens of bands played and the 
cheers were deafening. From every car 
window leaned soldiers waving hats and 
yelling and whooping shrill hoorays. 
They leaped from the car steps before 
the train stopped and fell into the arms 
of friemds, who grasped and hugged 
them and passed them on to eager rela- 
tives and sweethearts. Fathers and 
mothers pushed through the crowd in a 
frantic endeavor to find “their boys’’ 
and many affecting scenes were wit- 
nessed. 

General and Mrs. Funston were in the 
rear Pullman of the first section. When 
the train came to a stop, there was a 
rush to get to them and it took half a 
dczen strong men to keep the people off 
the car platform. A woman spied Mrs. 
Funston at .a window and pushed her 
baby up to be kissed by the general’s 
wife. Mrs. Funston complied promptly 
and immediately dozens of mothers reach- 
ed forward with their babies to be kissed. 

Funston Carried Away. 

Funston was hardly off the car before 
he was half dragged, half carried up- 
stairs into the dining room. Solid blocks 
of people filled every street leading to 
the depot and the city was taxed to 
its utmost to care for its guests. It 
seemed as if the whole state of. Kansas 
had come to town and it is estimated 
that fully 60,000 outsiders were ere. Yuns 
of bunting had been used in decorating 
the buildings and electrical and cther 
decorations were used with a lavish 
hand. The weather was glorious. 

With the exasperating and unavoida- 
ble delay in the arrival of trains bring- 
ing the soldiers, it was after 4 o’clock 
when the parade to the city began. A 
guard of honor for the boys of the Twen- 
tieth was the civil war veterans, mem- 
bers of the national guard and many civic 
organizations, 

There were thirty-two bands in the pa- 
rade, the performers numbering nearly 
1,000 musicians. The entire parade linked 
over two miles and was a mass of cheer- 
ing humanity. 

Funstor. in Carriage of Honor. 

General Funston, with his wife, rode 
in the carriage of honor, while Colonel 
Metcalfe, on a white charger, and Iieu- 
tenant Colonel Little, on a_ prancing 
black, took their appointed stations at 
the head of the regiment. All received 
ovations at every point of the line. At 
the statehouse Chief Justice Doster, in 
a brief speech, introduced General J. 
K. Hudson, who, on behalf of the people 
of Kansas, presented the beautiful %1,000 
Sword to General Funston. 

In a short speech of acceptance Gen- 
eral Funston said he predicted that in 
one year’s time the island of Luzon will 
be as quiet as Massachusetts. 

“I return to Manila,” said he, “and

A LYNCHING IN ALABAMA 


ANDREW SLOSS HANGED BY A 
MOB AT COURTLAND. 


Negro Choked Mrs. Bussey Into In- 
sensibility—Her Sons Came 
to the Rescue. 


Decatur, Ala., November 2.—(Special.)— 
Tuesday night Mr. F. M. Bussey, of Moul- 
ton, Ala., was away from home on busi- 
ness at the county seat. During the night 
Mrs. Bussey, who was asleep in her 
bedroom adjoining that of her two young 
sons, twelve and fourteen years old, was 
awakened by feeling a hand on her head. 
She at first thought it was her baby boy, 
and spoke to him, but she was instantly 
seized by the throat and nearly choked 
breathless. She struggled desperately for

rushed in with their father’s shotgun just 


in time to fire at the negro as he dashed 
through the door of their mothet’s bed- 
room and out into the yard and disap- 
peared. 

As soon as possible the alarm was 
given and by daylight a posse organized 
and started in pursuit of the negro, who, 
however, had several hours the start. 

The negro, whose name was Andrew 
Sloss, was captured and placed in jail at 
Courtland. A mob took him from the jail 
last night and hanged him to a tree. 
Officers refused to surrender the jail Keys, 
whereupon the mob battered in the doors 
and secured their victim.

COTTON SPINNERS’ MEETING. 


RESOLUTIONS PASSED BY THEM 
AT CHARLOTTE, N. C., 


Urging Upon the President and Con- 
gress the Necessity of Treaty 
Rights with China. 


Charlotte, N. C., November 2.—At a 
meeting of the Southern Cotton Spinners’ 
Association in this city today, between 
fifty and sixty mills being represented, 
the following preamble and resolutions, 
offered by D. A. Tompkins and seconded 
by R. B. Miller, were unanimously 


adopted: 

‘Whereas, the increasing manufactur- 
ing interests of the United States from 
$9,000,000,000 value in 1890 to $20,000,000,- 
000 (estimated)) in 1900, makes it plain 
that our domestic markets can no longer 
take all our manufactured products, and, 

‘‘Whereas, the southern cotton manu- 
facturing interests alone have increased 
from the product in 1890 of 1,500,000 spin- 
dles to 5,000,000 (estimated) in 1900 and the 
development of trade for our surplus 
American-made cotton goods has been 
largely in China and other oriental coun- 
tries, therefore be it 

‘““Resolved, That we urge upon the pres- 
ident of the United States and our sena- 
tors and representatives in congress, the 
following measures: 

‘1. The preservation of the integrity 
of the Chinese empire, of all our treaty 
rights with that empire and the mainte- 
nance of an open door policy in China 
with the commerce of all nations. 

“2. Vigorous prosecution of the Philip- 
pina war to a conelusion and the res- 
toration of order in that territory by our 
government. 

‘3. Consiruction, without delay, of an 
isthmian ship canal. 

“4. Construction of -a cable from the 
Pacific coast to Hawali, Japan, China and 
the Philippines and other oriental points. 

‘“‘Resolved, That we consider that a 
large degree of the importance of the 
last three items lies in the value of those 
measures in accomplishing the first item 
and in protecting our trade in China and 
other eastern countries. 

‘“Resolved, That we recommend, if it 
be necessary co-operation of our gov- 
ernment with the governments of Eng- 
land and Japan to preserve and protect 
a common trade interest and treaty rights 
for unrestricted cecmmerce in China and 
other eastern countries.

Mr. Walker, of Spalding County, 
Gives His Views. 


Griffin, Ga., November 2.—(Special.)— 
At a recent meeting of the Spalding Coun- 
ty Farmers’ Club, Mr. W. P. Walker read 
a very interesting paper on wheat plant- 
ing. Mr. Walker won the fifty-dollar 
prize offered for the best yield of wheat 
on one acre, and the article he read was 
so instructive that he was requested by 
the club to furnish it to the press of the 
state. This he consented to do, and the 
article he gave out is as follows: 

‘In our paper on growing wheat and its 
culture, last August, the first point con- 
sidered was time. 

‘“‘Man stands highest in the order of 
God's creation, yet his time is not with- 
out limit. So comes vegetation under a 
creative limit also. Man cannot create 
time. He can improve it and add to his 
talents. He can also improve his small 


grain, increase the yield and enrich the, 


soil. 

‘Messrs. Jones and Smith may differ 
with Old Man Nature and his son thereof 
about the time of sowing, but think it is 
proper to follow the dictates of nature. 
My prize wheat was sown on the 16th day 
of last December.

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: The Mule in Peace and War. 
The mule, whether in peace or war, 

is a subject which should be approacn- 

ed with a feeling of profound respect. 


‘From every point of view the sub- 


ject is one to promote gravity. 

We are led to consider the matter 
by reports from the troubles in the 
Transvaal where, it seems, an Irre- 
parable blunder of a British command- 
er has been saddled onto the mule. 
The charge is a very serious one, but 
before we can give credence to the 
report, inquiry must be made as to the 
birthplace and breeding of the mules 
which are said to have taken charge 
of the British battalions and caused 
them to fall into the hands of the 
Boers. Were these mules bred in the 
southern states of this republic, or are 
they of foreign extraction? There 
are mules and mules, and the indict- 
ment made in this instance will not 
lie if the mules which ran away with 
the guns and ammunition of the Brit- 
ish troops were bred in foreign parts. | 

The Kentucky mule has a well- 
earned reputation, and so has the mule 
of Tennessee, but the Georgia mule 
deservedly stands at the head of the 
tribe in the matter of intelligence and 
devotion to duty. We know of no 
market where Georgia mules are sold, 
otherwise we should be glad to furnish 
our British cousins with information 
of a very important character. 

We have seen newspaper reports to 
the effect that English agents have 
been buying mules in the west, but 
these purchases could hardly have 
reached the seat of war in time to De 
charged with the alleged stampede 
which caused the Boers to take to their 
hairy bosoms the flower of the British 
army.

Speaking, therefore, in behalf of the 
southern bred mule generally, and the 
Georgia raised mule particularly, we 
could wish that the British command- 
er, in attributing the capture of two 
of his regiments to stampeding mules, 
had included a brief biography of the 
mules in question, in order that full 
justice may be done. So far as our 
observation and experience go, neith- 
er the music of many bands nor the 
war of artillery have any effect on 
the Georgia mule. He might object 
to a showy uniform, or to the too 
gaudy trappings with which vain men 
deck themselves, but he does not make 
his objection known by stampeding. 
On the contrary, he stands his ground 
and makes his influence felt in other 
ways. 

We presume that there is no Geor- 
gian, familiar with the history of his 
state, but has heard of the perform- 
ances of the celebrated roan mule 
owned by Tump Ponder, of Monroe 
county, twenty-five years ago. This 
mule was a lady mule, and in her all 
the characteristics of her sex were 
highly developed. Consequently no 
one ever knew what she would do next. 
On one occasion, a negro newly hired 
by Mr. Ponder, was anxious to ride 
her to church one Sunday. He had 
permission to use a mule, and he want- 
ed the roan because she was a pacer. 
Old Sol, who plowed her, happened 
to be around the lot, and when he 
saw the new negro with a bridle in 
his hand, asked him what he was 
going to do. The reply was that he 
was going to ride the roan. She was 
feeding in the lot at a trough which 
had been nailed to the side of the barn. 

Old Sol looked at the negro and then 
at the mule. “Is you ewine in dar wid 
vo’ Sunday cloze on?” he asked. The 
nezro said he was. ‘“An’ wid dat ar 
brass breastpin?”’ Yes, he was. “Go on, 
den,” said Sol. The next day when 

the coroner came, and Sol was called 
on to describe the accident, he hada 
very little to say. “I tried ter tell ’im 
he was foolin’ wid de wrong mule.” 
he remarked, “but he knowd'd mo’

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| years old. After working all the week, 
he was allowed to rest on Sundays. 
He occupied a stall in the shed of a 
livery stable. There were other stalls, 
but his was the eighth from the door, 
and there were perhaps a dozen stalls 
beyond his. ‘The. passageway was 
about four feet wide,” being bounded 
by a wall on one side and the stalls 
on the other. Attention was first 
called to the remarkable talents of this 
mule by the attempt of a stray dog to 
run through the passage way. He 
was going at full speed, but he flew 
up against the wall directly opposite 
old Whitey’s stall with every bone 
in his body broken. To all appear- 
ances the old mule was asleep when 
the accident occurred. Finally the 
small boys discovered that 1t was im- 
possible to throw a tin can past old 
Whitey’s stall. The can would strike 
the wall and fall to the floor as flat as 
a pancake. Yet no ome ever saw the 
mule move, and some of the boys more 
observant than the rest said that he 
never opened his eyes, apparently be- 
ing sound asleep all the time. 

Such is the character, and such the 
genius of the genuine Georgia mule. 
With a regiment or two of these able 
animals, General Sir George White 
could do great damage provided he 
deployed them with their battery ends 
toward the enemy at close quarters. 
Meanwhile, it is to be hoped that the 
published reports will not have the 
effect of prejudicing the public mind 
against the efficiency, both in peace 
and in war, of the genuine thorough- 
bred Georgia mule.

That these men have been inspirited 
and that all other classes have joined 
in to cheer them is a sign of rura) 
progress. The answer for work 
which the agricultural  associa- 
tion called for, came from many coun- 
ties—from Bartow and Bibb, from 
Troup and Sumter, from Cobb and 
Dodge, and from other parts of the 
state. All the exhibits were good, 
and demonstrated that the food prod- 
ucts had won a victory. 

All must congratulate Cobb county 
on a victory won from such rivals. 
May there be many more such displays! 


The South’s Industrial Future. 


In another place we print extracts 
from the remarks of Colonel Robert 
J. Lowry before the American Bank- 
ers’ Association, of which organiza- 
tion he is a prominent member. Mr. 
Lowry is president of the Lowry Bank- 
ing Company, and is identified in sym- 
pathy, if not in interest, with every 
movement calculated to increase the 
commercial importance of Georgia ana 
the south. His address has the breez- 
iness that attends all impromptu 
speeches and it elicited at many points 
the applause of his hearers. 

There can be no question as to the 
deep interest which the south has in 
the markets which have opened up to 
this country in the far east. It Is 
only necessary, in support of this state- 
ment, to mention the fact that nearly 
the whole of the product of the South 
Carolina cotton mills is sent to China. 
The same may be said of the bulk of 
the products of the Georgia mills. Our 
cotton flannels have no competition 
in those markets, and our shirtings, 
sheetings and T-cloths are gradually 
taking possession of the field in Chi- 
na. The same is true of drills, jeans 
and gray shirtings. Our manufac- 
turers are even now working on or- 
ders for the finer and lighter fabrics 
for China. 

The markets there are capable of 
indefinite expanison. The population 
is so vast and the demand so con- 
stant that there cannot possibly be 
any danger of over production in cot- 
ton spinning in the south so long as 
the markets of China remain open. No 
other mills in the world can compeie 
with those of the south in the pro- 
duction of colored goods; in fact, Lan- 
cashire cannot even compete with the 
New England mills in the European 
markets, as has been recently demon- 
strated. Yet England is for open 
markets in China, whereas Russia, 
France and Germany know very well 
that their only chance in China 1s to 
seize “spheres of influence” from which 
they can exclude the products of other 
nations by discriminating duties. 

Our readers have doubtless seen a 
good deal about the “partition of Chi- 
na,” and have remarked predictions 
to the effect that it was to be divided 
up among the nations of Europe. Ger- 
many has seized a slice by force, so 
has France, and Russia is not only oc- 
cupying China from the north, by way 
of Manchuria, but has made a flank 
movement and occupied Port Arthur. 
Every foot of territory which these 
powers have seized or may seize is 
closed, so far as commerce is con- 
cerned, to other nations. England 
has acquired possessions in China, but 
the English ports are open ports, and 
other nations are free to use them 
for their commercial undertakings. 

Well, the partition of China means 
the restriction of Chinese trade. All 
that is necessary for the United States 
to do is to insist on its treaty rights, 
and to take the only attitude that the 
Chinese understand, namely, that a 
violation of these rights will mean 
trouble for the Chinese government. 

There is no doubt as to the interest 
which the south has in this matter, It 
is of overwhelming importance. In 
fact, our whole trode interests in the 
far east are of such imvortance that 
the United States would be justified 
in saving to the nations which have 
invaded. or which propose to invade 
Chira, that closed rorts will be onvened 
by the ewns of American warshins. 

The Nicaragua canal is equally as 
imnortant to the south. In fact. our 
industrial future is so promising that 
there is hardlv a movement for fur- 
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| depreciation of the dollar. 


not a vital interest either present or 
prospective. In the immediate future 
the south will be made the center and 


the scene of the most remarkable in- | 


dustrial development the world has 
ever seen. The cotton spinning in- 
dustry is already forging ahead at a 
rate that is attracting the attention 
of the world. Each new mill attracts 
fresh capital to the south, and this new 
capital, created out of the profits of 
the mills, will either be reinvested 
in new mills, or in other forms of pro- 
ductive industry.

A Significant Rebuke. 

Henry Clews, in a recent circular, 
says that nothing will help good in- 
vestment and active speculative stocks 
more than for large amounts of gold 
to pour into London or New York 
from outside sections of the world. He 
predicts that when peace is restored in 
the T'ransvaal, the world’s output of 
the precious metal will be $300,000,000 
a year, and says that this is the strong- 
est, safest and most legitimate basis 
for the inflation of values that is pos- 
sible. 

The Springfield Republican, which 
has the merit of consistency In this 
matter, and which seems to be sin- 
cere in desiring to see the money s5up- 
ply kept at the level of low prices, 
makes the following comments on the 
foregoing: 

The writer of the above circular was an 
especilly savage critic of the democratic 
scheme of silver remonetization, inflation 
and repudiation in 1896, and he is just as 
Savage wboutit now asever. But ne wel- 
comes Inflation and repudiation through a 
greatly increased and cheapened gold cir- 
culation as something most desirable and 
legitimate. It must, of course, be a mat- 
ter of supreme indifference to the holder 
of the dollar—whether he be wage-earner, 
fixed saiary man or money lender, or one 
who lives on income from investments— 
whether the dollar is cheapened to a par- 
ticular extent through a rise in prices 
from large additions of gold or large addi- 
tions of silver to the monetary circulation. 
The essential fact in either case is that 
his income, dollar by dollar, has been re- 
duced in purchasing power, his real wages 
have been cut down, the debt owing to 
a has been ‘repudiated’ to a like ex- 
ent. 

Prices in the United States have within 
two or three years advanced some 33 per 
cent, Which means that the gold dollar 
has been cheapened proportionately, and 
debts have been repudiated to the same 
extent. But even this is not enough for 
Henry Clews, of honest money fame in 
Wall street. He wants more repudiation. 
He wants a further inpour of new gold, 
which would further inflate prices and 
cut down real wages, salaries and fixed in- 
comes, and which would further scale 
down debts. Bryan demands no more 
than this, and his way of bringing. It 
about differs in noessential particular 
from this Wall street way.

that of all the intelligent and sincere 
advocates of the gold standard, If they 
are opposed to the remonetization of 
silver because it would increase the 
money supply, and thus depreciate the 
purchasing power of the dollar, they 
must, to be consistent, be opposed to 
every contingency and development 
which would produce that effect.

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COLONEL R. J. LOWRY 
ON OUR ASIATIC TRADE 


At the recent convention of the Bankers’ 
Association, held in Cleveland, O., Colonel 
Robert J. Lowry, president of the Lowry 
Banking Company, of Atlanta, spoke for 
Georgia. His remarks, received with much 
enthusiasm, were as follows: 

Georgia, as you know, was one of the original 
states. We grow in Georgia everything that 
can be grown under the sun. (Laughter and 
applause). We have in the soil of Georgia 
every mineral in the world. You cannot fini 
anything anywhere else that we have not got 
there. We commenced early (before 1830) to 
mine gold, and the first ever coined in the 
mints of the United States came from Geor- 
gia. That industry in the past few years 
has opened up on a larger scale than ever 
before, and large sums have been got vut 
under the new modern processes. This will be 
a considerable factor in the world’s supply 
of gold. 

Georgia can furnish marble to duplicate any 
that can be found anywhere in the world. 
We've got great mountains of it (laughter) of 
all colors. This is not a fairy tale; it is the 
truth. As to fruits, there is only one state 
in the union that can raise any better fruit, 
and that is only of one kind, and that is 
the state of Colorado—the Rocky Ford canta- 
loupe—but when you come down to the good 
old-fashioned luscious watermelon, why Geor- 
gia is the place to get them. (Applause). Our 
population is 2,200,000, of which less than 20,000 
are foreign born. In the last twelve months 
there have been built and under construction 
ten to fifteen cotton factories, some of which 
are of the very largest diminsions. 

Our coal, iron, copper, maganese and timber 
are in great abundance and of the best quality. 
Georgia raises her full proportion of cotton, 
and that growth throughout the northern por- 
tion of the state always brings a premium from 
the spinner, both foreign and domestic. Our 
turpentine distilleries and naval stores in the 
southern part of the state and stone quarries 
in the hills and mountains of north Georgia 
rank second to none. 

The early vegetables and tropical fruits are 
raised on our borders in large quantities. Our 
scenery, climate and water are unsurpassed; 
colleges, public school and churches equal 
to any other state in the union. 

A large proportion of the cotton goods man- 
ufactured in our state are exported to China. 
And that reminds me, gentlemen, that, in my 
opinion, England and America should say to 
the powers that are dividing up China: ‘Stop! 
China is the best customer we have in our 
southern country for manufactured goods, and 
we want China kept open.’’ 

Until Dewey swooped down on Manila with 
his fleet, not stopping for submarine batteries, 
forts or anything else, little of our country 
was known to those eastern people; our flag 
was hardly ever seen in those party of the 
world, and where we were known we were 
regarded as a second-rate power. That move- 
ment of Dewey and our army has done more 
to bring our land into prominence than any- 
thing else that could have ever happened. 
Like a flash the people of that country real- 
ized what a power the United States of Amer- 
lca was, The movement has put civilization 
forward a full quarter*of a century in that 
section cf the globe and our country will for- 
ever hereafter (if we do our duty by our newly- 
acquired possessions) be regarded as one of 
the foremost nations of the world. Keep it; 
civilize it; give them a good government; give 
them free religious liberty. We need this new 
territory for many reasons. Along the many, 
looking vt it from a commercial standpoint, our 
surplus crops and manufactured goods will 
have a market; inculcating into these people 
our ideas of government, when good fruits 
will come of it. You may say that this is 
not a subject to be discussed here. Why 
not? I certainly think of all the associations 
this one should discuss everything that per- 
tains to our government and the finances vf 
the country. We are so closely allied to the 
government that we are almost ‘one. The 
banks are the furnishers of money; and must 
study the ways and means of obtaining :t. 
The banks since the early history of this 
country stood by the government in its move- 
ments looking to civilizing and Christianizing 
the world and will continue so to do. By ‘%o 
doing they will make markets for our pro- 
duce of soil and factory. There should be no 
division of opinion, we must uphold the gov- 
ernment; we may have had different views 
ourselves at the outset, but when the country 
is involved let’s stand as a unit. 

We certainly have as much right to hold 
the Philippines as we had to hold Louisiana, 
Texas and Alaska, bought in the same way. 
1 believe that it is a duty of this country 
and England to join hands and say to the 
other powers of the world: ‘‘You must stop 
dividing up the empire of China.’’ Our coun- 
try has developed a large trade in that section 
for its manufactured goods, which will be 
lost if other countries gobble up that country. 
We will sell the raw material and it will be 
manufactured by the powers who control that 
section, 

Alluding again to what I said in the outset, 
the prestige given our country by the whole 


' world in our taking possession of the Philip- 


pine islands, Cuba and Porto Rico with our 
superb fleet of warships and army, is that 
we are not to be surpassed, which brings to 
my mind the great need of a merchant marine 
fostered by the government; let us have ves- 
sels made that we can carry our products 
to new markets; let our war;vessels frequent- 
ty visit all parts of the world; build the 
Nicaragua canal, and do everything that has 
a tendency to enlarge our commerce and ad.l 
to the markets in our midst and througout 
the world.

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POLITICAL GOSSIP. 


The presence in the city of Hon. Fiem- 
ing duBignon, chairman of the demo- 
cratic state committee, and of a number 
of gentlemen who will be eandidates for 
the offices of judge and solicitor in differ- 
ent circuits, has precipitated the liveliest 
kind of discussion all along the line about 
the method by which the judicial ticket 
is to be put before the pevple. Whether 
it is best to do this by the state conven- 
tion, just as other state candidates are 
put out, or by a special state convention, 
or by circuit conventions or by eircuit 
primaries—each plan finds its advocates; 
and the advocates of each plan seem to 
find flaws in all the others. 

The most popular plan seems to be that 
involving circuit primaries, the state 
committee simply promulgating the ticket 
thus selected. There ig some doubt on 
the part of members of the committee as 
to the extent of their authority in this 
matter, but as a fact the committee must 
necessarily have full authority to provide 
the method of party action in accordance 
with the new law, or there would be no 
power to do it. This discussion will make 
the coming session of the committee a 
mcst interesting and important one. 

The two plans which have the most ad- 
vocates are, on the one hand, circuit 
primaries with the results certified to 
the state committee, and by the state 
committee to the state convention, which 
wil: formally ratify the circuit action, 
the state convention. of course, rettiing 
all contests; the other plan is for cli- 
cult conventions, the delegates to which 
shall be chosen as are the delegates to 
the congressional conventions. 

It is argued in favor of the first plan 
that it will come nearer getting at the 
intent of the law than any other plan 
could. The only thing urged against it 
is that it might enable the large counties 
to dominate the circuits. As a matter of 
fact, there would be little domination for 
the vely good reason that the largest of 
the counties now form circuits unto them- 
selves. That is true of Fulton and 
Chatham; and it ig practically true in the 
Bibb and Augusta circuits, ; 

All sorts of objections are advanced 
against nomination by circuit conven- 
tions, or, what is practically the same 
thing, by the circuit delegates in a state 
convention. This latter plan is that re- 
sorted to in the selection of delegates to 
the national conventions. it is pointed 
out that either of these latter plans would 
let the bars down for all sorts of raanip- 
ulation, and the will of the majority of 
the peopie of the circuit might, and prob- 
ably would, often be disregarded. in- 
stead of manipulating more than two 
hundred members of the legislature, the 
only thing necessary im either of these 
plans would be the manipulation of eignt 
or ten or a dozen men. 


There is not very great faith among 
politicians in the new method of sclect- 
ing the judiciary, and the prediction is 
freely made that it will not iast. This 
may be a pessimistic view of tie situa- 
tion, but it is very generally held by 
inen who are not at ail interested in the 
elections in any selfish way. One of 
these, 2 prominent state official, wav, it 
may be said in all honesty, never took a 
hand in the elections before the legisia- 
ture, said: 

‘In arguing for elections hy the peuple, 
many vf the advocates of that measure 
cited northern states in which the sys- 
success. Granted that the success I15 
real, even then the argument does not 
seem to me good. You see, conditions are 
different. Up there they have two par- 
ties with no very great margin betwectn 
them. Each is compelled to nominate its 
best man. If the majority party permits 
its convention to nominate a man whosé 
record will not stand x-rays, he is al- 
most sure to be promptly turned down, 
for the other party will nominate its best 
man. With us, the nomination is equiv- 
alent to election. We have in self-defense 
to stand by the nominees, and we Can- 
not, therefore, be too careful in our 
nominations. The idea] method, in my 
opinion, would be for the judges of the 
supreme court to be elected for life, or to 
be retired with an adequate pension atter 
they reach a certain age, and for them, 
in turn, to select the judges and soiicit- 
ors. That is the only real way to get the 
judiciary out of politics. Appointment by 
the governor is next best, and election by 
the legisiature is next. In my opinion, 
election by the people plunges the judi- 
ciary into the worst kind of politics in a 
state like this, where there is no minority 
party to serve “s check upon the ma- 
jority. 1 hope the results may prove that 
I am wrong, for I would like to believe 
that we had reached an arcadian state 
where the people could be relied upon to 
select the Desi men without fear or favor, 
and without any political manipulation 
figuring in the contests; but I am dubious, 
as you see.” 


One of the best Known soticitors gen 
eral, a man who will probably have no 
opposition in his election before the peo- 
ple and who is, therefore, in the position 
fof being an unprejudiced observer, was 
discussing election by the people yester- 
day. ‘‘It will surprise many people to 
learn of the overtures that are made, not 
infrequently I assure you, to the officers 
of the courts these days. I am afraid if 
they were known the faith of many per- 
sons in eiections by the people as a 
means for keeping the courts out of office 
would be considerably shaken. I can cite 
two cases in my own experience ‘which 
lilustrate what I mean and I have heard 
of many others. For instance, an in- 
fluential negro whom I had to prosecute 
and whom I convicted of selling liquor 
illegally, made the open threat that he 
would fight me in the election. He is a 
man of property in his county and in a 
close election could hold the balance of 
power. On the same jine, but rather dif- 
ferent, was the election of some leading 
white citizens of a county in the case of 
another negro under indictment. They 
came to me, said that the man was very 
influential among the negroes, asked me 
not to prosecute him, as they could, and 
by inference that it would be to my own 
interest to do so and make good use of 
him in the elections. 

“Those are sample instances of the way 
the solicitor’s office is put into politics by 
the new pian of elections by the people. 
Before there was politics in the election, 
but it was not the kind of politics that 
put a judge or solicitor under obliga- 
tions to the men who came before him. 
Perhaps after the system gets further 
along some of these objections will work

The house of representatives reconsid- 
ered yesterday its action of the day be- 
fore on the Chappell bill and passed the 
measure, which limits the power of the 
legislature to tax the people. 

It was plain to the leaders of the house 
Wednesday morning when the Dill was 
first placed on its passage that had the 
Filis amendment providing for a tax 
limit of 5 mills instead of 4 been accepted 
the measure, as amended, would have 
received the constitutional majority. 

The bill of Mr. Chappell, of Muscogee, 
calls for an amendment to the consti- 
tution, and after passing the senate it 
must be ratified by the people at the 
polls. The opposition manifested to the 
bill on Wednesday was not in evidence 
‘yesterday and the only voice raised in 
protest was that of Mr. Crossland, of 
Dougherty, who concisely and fearlessly 
argued that the house was committing 
an error in providing for a future of 
which it knew nothing. 

The tax rate of 5 mills, should the Dill 
pass the senate and receive the rcatitica- 
tion of the people, will not go into efiect 
until January 1, 1905, but before it goes 
to the people the measure must. receive 
the sanction of the governor. 

The position of Governor Candler on 
the wisdom of putting a limit to the 
rate of taxation is not known, but it is 
a fact that he was urged to recommend 
a limit in his message to the legislature 
and refused to do so. With the indorse- 
ment of the measure by both the house 
and senate the action of the chief ex- 
ecutive will be awaited with interest. 

Tax Bill Discussed. 
An effort to suspend the rules and take 


up the tax bill of the special coinmis- 
sion for second reading failed yesterday, 


and it is probable that the measure will 
lie over until the first of next week. 

A note of warning to the house on its 
delay of the tax bill was uttered by 
Mr. Harrison, of Quitman, and Mr. Ellis, 
of Bibb, and on motion of the latter the 
house set aside all special orders. to 
allow the tax bill to come up for second 
teading in its ordinary course. 

A resolution of the greatest importance 
calling for a standing committee of elev- 
en members to be known as the retrench- 
ment committee was introduced by Mr. 
Bell, of Forsyth, and passed without 
opposition. 

The purpose of the distinguished author 
of the resolution is that the retrench- 
ment committes shall act as a safe- 
€vard in appropriations and stand as a 
check to the committees of the hous? 
that have to do with the state’s money. 

Coming at a time when all appropria- 
ticns have been made for the year, the 
hew committee will have little to do in 
the present house, but the precedent es- 
tablished by the creation of the commit- 
tee is regarded by all as a safe and wise 
ore, 

In the senate yesterday morning the 
appointment of Judge Norwood as judge 
of the city court of Savannah and that 
of 8.

of 4. He declared that the passage of 
the bill did not mean that the children 
of the state were to be cut off from 
their education nor that the old vet- 
erans were to be left without support. 
The most careful investigation had shown 
} that the maximum rate of 5 mills would 
furnish an income sufficient for the needs 
of the state, the tax commission having 
considered the matter in every possible 
light and found that the proposed rate 
would meet every expense in the fu- 
ture. 

Mr. .Chappell, of Muscogee, moved to 
suspend the rules and put the tax rate 
bill again on its passage. The motion 
was carried, receiving the vote of three- 
fourths of the house. 

In speaking of his bill Mr. Chappell 
stated that the measure before the house 
had no connection whatever with the 
tax bill framed by the special commis- 
sion. He said: 

“I urge the house by all means to 
define a limit to taxation. If the limit of 
4 mills named in the bill is not satisfac- 
tory, by all means accept the amendment 
of the gentleman from Bibb and fix the 
rate at 5 mills. This is a restriction that lI 
regard as absolutely necessary. While it 
is not proposed as the result of reckless 
expenditures—for there have been none— 
it is a safeguard and guarantee to the 
people of the state that beyond a cer- 
tain point they cannot be taxed with- 
out an amendment to the constitution. 

In reply to the argument of Mr. Cross- 
land, of Dougherty, that the genera] as- 
sembly of New York could appropriate 
$100,000 at any time to an exposition with- 
out violating the constitution of the 
state, Mr. Chappell stated that while this 
was so, the congress of the United States 
was under a restriction similar to the 
one proposed in the bill before the house. 

Mr. Crossland, in replying to the au- 
thor of the bill, took occasion to say 
that his position on the measure had 
been misconstrued by some members. He 
felt, however, that the legislature should 
not submit everything to the people and 
that the members should exercise some 
discretion themselves. “This tax rate 
bill,””’ he said, “is a companion measure 
to the tax bill of the commission. You 
pass this bill and you will have to pass 
the tax bill; you will be compelled to 
do so. I see no reason, therefore, why 
the tax bill should not be acted upon 
first, so that under its provisions you 
may know just what rate of taxation is 
needed. = 

“There is not a member here who 
would dare to vote to reduce any of the 
appropriations, yet you will vote to pass 
this tax limit bill, accomplishing indirect- 
ly what you would not do directly.”’ 

The previous question was called at 
this point and the speaker put the amend- 
ment of Mr. Ellis, which passed without 
a dissenting vote. The ayes and nays 
being called on the Chappell bill, 121 votes 
were cast in favor of the bill and only 25 
against it, 

The result of the vote was received with 
applause over the house, the bill having 
received 4 more votes than required un- 
der the constitution. 


Attempt To Bring Up Tax Bill. 

Mr. Harrison, of Quitman, moved that, 
éfter the reading of the new bills for 
which unanimous consent had been ob- 
tained, the house take up the bill of the 
tax commission for second reading. He 
stated that there should be no opposition 
to the motion, since the second reading 
of the bill would be only a matter of 
form, and that the house should be will- 
ing to give so important a subject their 
earliest consideration. 

Mr. Slaton, of Fulton, raised objection 
to the reading of the bill on the ground 
that there would be time enough next 
week, and that on so ‘mportant a sub- 
ject as the bill of the tax commission the 
members should not be hurried, but 
should be given all the time to study the 
measure they asked for. 

Mr. Ellis, of Bibb, expressed ‘he opin- 
jon that if the bill did not come up for 
second reaiing there was a danger that 
it might not be acted on. He moved that 
all the special orders set by action of the 
house be done away with, so that the 
tax bill could come up in its regular or- 
der. The metion passed without opposi- 
tion, and there are now no special orders 
before the house.

Branch College Bill Introduced. 


The bill of Mr. Harden, of Liberty, pro- 
viding for the establishment of a branch 
of the state university in south Georgia 
was given its first reading in the house 
yesterday. Mr. Harden, in sneaking of 
his bill, recalled the fact that prior to 
the war between the states, south Geor- 
gia was the center of education in the 
state. He does not name any special 
locality in which to establish the agri- 
cultural branch of the university, and 
leaves that entirely to the legislature. 
Section 1 of the bill is as follows: 

Be it enacted by the general assembly of 
Georgia and it is hereby enacted by authority 
oi the same that there shall be established at 
some place in .he southern part of the state 
as the board of trustees of the state universi- 
ty may determine, a college of agriculture and 
mechanical arts and sciences as contemplated 
in the act of congress of July 2, 1882, as * 
branch of said state university and to be styled 
‘‘South Georgia Agricultural College.’’ 

The resolution by Mr. Carlton, of 


Clarke, calling for the appointment of a 
committee consisting of two members of 
the senate and three from the house to 
visit the state normal school and report 
upon its needs passed the house, slightly 
amended.

He 
stated at the close of the session yester- 
day that he regarded the provision of the 
resolution as a good one, and while the 
new committee could accomplish nothing 
this year, owing to the fact that all ap- 
propriations have been made, the prece- 
dent established would doubtless be fol- 
lowed by succeeding houses,

the following morning they had the au- 
dacity to butcher two unarmed High- 
landers while. in the pursuit of fuel; and, 
having shot them down, they proceeded, 
with savage glee, to hack the inanimate 
vodies in pieces ‘with their swords. When 
their deviitry was accomplished, fearing 
capture, they withdrew, but,’ althoug» 
pursued, escaped unpunished. With a 
view, however, to wreaking vengeance 
upon his adversaries because of this 
glaring atrocity, the founder, having 
swept the river St. John and landed on 
the Spanish main, proceeded to drive in 
the out guards and to burn three out- 
posts. Thereupon, pressing his advantage, 
he marched toward St. Augustine and 
ravaged the country, but, notwithstand- 
ing he remained “or several days in that 
locality, he utterly failed to provoke the 
enemy to an open engagement. On New 
Years day, 1740, General Oglethorpe. at- 
tempt a second depredatory expedition 
into the hostile territory. Backed by a 
strong force, he ascended the St. John’s 
river and the Forts Picolata and St. 
Francis de Papa, along the line of that 
beautiful stream, speedily succumbed to 
his victorious arms. The former of those 
fortresses was fired so soon as reduced. 
On its capitulation the other was prompt- 
ly garrisoned, as the importance of its 
situation was at once appreciated. At a 
remove of but twenty-one miles from S8t. 
Augustine and with a respectable arma- 
ment St. Francis de Papa was, for 
several reasons, adjudged a valuable 
vantage ground for the army of invasion. 
It is worthy of wote that, while conduct- 
ing the assault :ipon the last named forti- 
fication the founder narrowly escaped 
death from a cannon shot. But his in- 
domitable mettle was aroused and, noth- 
ing daunted, he was vigorously prepar- 
ing to “carry the war into Africa’ and 
to attack the Spanish stronghold at St. 
Augustine. 

Great was the interest which was felt 
in England in regard to General Ogle- 
thorpe’s projected enterprise. Though ful- 
ly cognizant that the execution of his 
martial scheme was fraught with many 
difficulties, the home government was ea- 
ger to assist its trusted representative in 
every way in its power. To the end of in- 
direct co-operation with that lion-hearted 
worthy, the British admiral was instruct- 
ed, coincidentally with the former's Flor- 
ida movement, to demonstrate against the 
Spanish possessions in the West Indies. 
Thus would the enmy be unable to dis- 
patch re-enforcements from Havana to 
the relief cf their beleaguered brethren, 
and so, with reasonable accuracy, could 
the founder estimate the numbers vanere- 
by he would be confronted. Assured of a 
regiment from South Carolina, and of ex- 
tensive Indian support, prior to the arri- 
val of his main body, and to the inaugu- 
ration of his regular campaign, that offi- 
cer made another determined descent upon 
the dominions of his adversaries. With 
the aid of the large detachment which ac- 
companied him, he succeeded, besides re- 
capturing Fort St. Francis de Papa, in 
effecting, within a week, the reduction of 
Fort Diego. The last named, which stood 
in the plains, and was about twenty-five 
miles distant from St. Augustine, was a 
post of considerable strength and defend- 
ed by regulars, This he wisely garrisoned; 
and on this return to Frederica, was met 
by a portion of the troops whose advent 
he had been earnestly anticipating. Mean- 
while General Oglethorpe had been in- 
forming himself respecting the character 
of the fortress against which his. thunders 
would soon be directed. Bulit of soft 
stone, the castle thad a curtain of sixty 
yards in length, a parapet of nine feet in 
thickness and a rampart of twenty feet 
in height. It was guarded by fifty can- 
non—thjrty-four iron and sixteen brass 
several of the latter being twenty-four 
pounders.

Accordingly, when, in 
May, 1740, General Oglethorpe, putting his 
little army in motion, marched against 


' that town, he found that preparations 
island came the announcement that the | 


had been made to endure a vigorous and 
protracted siege. His command, as we are 
definitely informed, consisted of about 
2,000 regulars, militia and Indians, and 
approaching to the environs of the settle- 
ment, he disposed his men for the in- 
tended assault. Before commencing the 
attack, however, he signaled his naval 
ofiicers to unite with him, as had been 
previously agreed, and bombard the place; 
but receiving no response, he was dumb- 
founded at this sudden miscarriage of 
his carefully conceived plans: As his 
land operations would be futile without 
aid from the sea front, having waited 
vainly for the desired token, he was, at 
length, compelled to sound a reluctant 
withdrawal. In explanation of this re- 
gretable dilemma, we are told that cer- 
tain Spanish vessels had been moored 
inside the bar, and, while entirely pro- 
tected from the guns of the Briitsh war- 
ships, because of the shallowness of the 
water, could not be dislodged. Those ves- 
sels, as it appears, were directly respon- 
sible for the interception of the barges 
when advancing to the onslaught; and 
through their intervention, likewise, the 
landing of the sailors on Anastasia island, 
and their bombardment of the town from 
that vantage ground was effectually pre- 
cluded. 

Thus was one of the founder’s most 
cherished projects, through non-concert of 
action, dashed to the earth; but, though 
bitterly disappointed, his indomitable spir- 
it still lived, and soon we find him intent 
upon the energetic prosecution of the siege 
of St. Augustine. Instituting a rigorous 
blockage through the battleships in the 
harbor, posting his troops at various 
points and personally supervising the 
planting of cannon on Anastasia island, 
when his investment of the place was 
completed he made demand for its instant 
surrender. The contemptuous response 
elicited so angered General Oglethorpe 
that he at once proceeded to train all of 
his batteries upon the Spanish capital. 
His fire was warmly returned and for 
twenty days a vigorous cannonade was 
mutually but ineffectively maintained. 
While this was in progress, Fort Moussa, 
in close proximity to the invested city, 
was the scene of a desperate engage- 
ment. That post had, since its capture, 
been held by a highland garrison, and as 
its recovery was all essential to the be- 
siegea, a night sortie for its reduction 
was planned. As a consequence a fierce 
passage at arms supervened, which, 
though involving the loss of many lives, 


eventuated favorably to the Spanish 
cause. Soon afterwards, the severity of 
the blockade having been relaxed, a 


strong re-enforcement, with much needed 
provisions, was introduced into St. Au- 
gustine, and a futher continuation of hos- 
tilities being useless, the siege was raised 
and the troops sorrowfully dispersed to 
their homes. This was early in July, 1740, 
and when the founder reached Frederica 
he fell a victim to an attack of fever, 
which retained him in its remorselss 
clutches foe many weeks. Thus he that 
had borne up so bravely amid the fatigues 
and anxieties of the disastrous corer cog -y 
at length succumbed to a distressing ill- 
ness, the exacting demands of which, so 
long as duty called, he had refused to ac- 
knowledge.

Among the interesting papers read be- 
fore the late meeting of commissioners of 
agriculture from tne different southern 
states, none have attracted more atten- 
tion than that of Hon. I. F. Culver, of 
Alabama. He chose for his subject ‘The 
Beiter Handling of Cotton,’ and treated 
it in such a way as to draw attention to 
the plans recently made possible by inven- 
tion as compared with those which have 
been in vogue for years. As this is a 
subject which interests alike those en- 
gaged in cotton commerce and in cotton 
production, the discussion reaches a gen- 
eral audience and becomes of absorbing 
imporiance,

Mr. Culver regaras the coming of the 
round bale as a step in “common sense 
methods of economy, ** “T+ is claimed,’ he 
continued, “that the round bale system i 
more than an innovation, and that it is 
more properly « revolution; that it is sim- 
biy the baling and compressing of the 
cotton at the gins with the least expense, 
in the best possible’manner, in the shape 
most suitable for handling, and in the 
way that the mills want it and can use it 
most economically. here is mo doubt 
that our present method of baling is ex- 
tremely expensive, wasteful and unsatis- 
factory, and has been so regarded by 
cotton growers for years; the bagging 
and ties are expensive, and offer little, if 
any, protection from fire, water, waste 
or theft. The square bale is a clumsy, 
bulky mass that entails innumerable ex- 
penses in its handling and transportation; 
the present system of handling means 
practically the re-weighing, re-sampling 
and re-examination of every bale of cot- 
ton each time it changes hands from the 
grower until it reached the mills; these 
extra charges, losses and expenses are 
but the levying of that amount on the 
producer, which must be paid or deducted 
from the price he receives for his cotton. 
Any process or reform that will curtail 
any of the losses, wastes or expenses, or 
reduce any of the charges of transporta- 
tion or insurance will be of that much ad- 
Vantage to the cotton grower, as all of 
these charges are borne by him 7 the 
price.

Taking up the old piam, Mr. Culver 
shows that the farmer pays on an aver- 
age 75 cents for his bagging and ties. He 
goes into a statement of how the bale 
is handled through to the English mill 
to prove this point. Through this source, 
and its attendant expenses, the cotlion 
States farmers lose $15,000,000 annually. 
The compressing of cotton for shipment 
brings another loss of $7,000,000, Then the 
samples extracted from the bales, and 
never returned, calls for another loss of 
$3,000,000. In the matter of grading, which 
is made low by the buyer in order to be 
on the safe side in selling, there is anoth- 
er loss of $10,000,000. Therefore, Mr. Culver 
sums up the square bale result to the

“This amount,’ goes on Mr. Culver, 
‘“‘means an actual saving of about three- 
fourths of one cent on every pound of cot-

those who raise it. Now as we find that 
the round bale system would result in 
great gain to the @etton grower, We nat- 
urally inquire what effect it would have 
on the ginners?’’

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THE CHILD LABOR 


BILL 13 FAYORED. 


Senate Committee Gives It Unanimous 
Indorsement. 


WORK OF DAY IN THE SENATE 


An Appointment That Caused a 
Special Message. 


SEVERAL NEW BILLS WERE INTRODUCED 


Notice Given of a Bill That Interests 
Solicitors General Very Much. 
Routine Work of Senate, 


The senate committee on immigration 
and labor, of which Senator Underwood 
is chairman, has unanimously recom- 
mended the passage of the Nesbitt child 
labor bill. 

This action was taken at yesterday 
morning’s session of the committee. 

At that meeting the purpose and intent 
of the measure was explained to the com- 
mittee by its author, Senator Nesbitt, 
and by Mr. Ladson and President Gar- 
rett, representing the Georgla Federation 
of Labor. 

It was pointed out in the argument of 
these gentlemen that the measure is not 
at all drastic in its provisions and the 
distinction was drawn between this and 
other measures which have been urged 
on the same line. 

At ‘the conclusion of the arguments the 
committee unanimously approved the bill 
and ordered that it be reported favor- 
ably to the senate. 


Provisions of the Bill. 


There seems to be some misunderstand- 
ing as to the exact provisions of this 
measure, it being confounded with some 
Others on the same line, In order that its 
Provisions may be thoroughly understood 
The Constitution publishes it in fuil. It 
is as follows: 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the general as- 
sembly of Georgia, and it is hereby enacted 
by the authority of the same, that from and 
after the first day of January, in the year A, 
D. 1900, no child under the age of ten years 
shall be employed in any factory, mine, work- 
shop or other manufacturing and mechanical 
establishments of this state. 

Section 2. Be it further enacted, that from 
and after the date mentioned in the preceding 
section, no child between the ages of ten years 
and fourteen years shall be employed in any 
factory, workshop or other manufacturing or 
mechanical establishments in this State, during 
the period when the public schools in the 
city, town, village, district or county are in 
session, unless the person, firm or corporation 
employing such child, male or female, shall 
first procure a certificate from the superin- 
tendent of schools of the city, town, village, 
district or county, if one be employed, other- 
wise from the commissioner or clerk of school 
board, or board of education, or from a 
teacher of a private school, stating that such 
child has previously attended school for the 
period of sixteen weeks during the preceding 
twelve months; and after working thirty-six 
weeks, shall cease to labor and shall not return 
to such work unless such child or children 
shall again go to such public or private schools, 
as above provided, for at least sixteen weeks, 
furnishing another certificate to that effect, 
and in liké tidnner from year tO year until 
such child or children shall reacin. the age of 
fourteen years; the purpose of this act being 
that such child or children, in order to be 
permitted to thus work, shall go to school 
at least sixteen weeks out of each fifty-two 
weeks during said period. 

And it shall be the duty of such superintend- 
ent or commissioner, or clerk, or private 
school teacher, to furnish such certificates 
upon the application ef- the parent, guardian 
or other person having control of such child, 
or children, entitled to same. 

Section 3. Every owner, superintendent, man- 
ager or overseer of any factory, mine, work- 
shop or other manufacturing or mechanical es- 
tablishment and any other person in charge 
thereof, or connected therewith, who shall 
employ any child contrery to the provisions 
of this act shall be guifiy of a misdemeanor 
and for every such offense shall, upon convic- 
tion thereof, be fined not less than $10 nor 
more than $50.

ADVENTIST BROKE SABBATH 


Waters Convicted in Hall County of 
Serious Charge. 


COMMUTED 


THE SENTENCE 


The Case Was One of the Most In- 
teresting That Has Come Be- 
fore the Governor. 


Governor Candler yesterday commuted 
the sentence of J. A. Waters, of Hall 
county, who was ordered to the chain- 
fang some weeks ago for six months on 
Uuhe charge of violating the Sabbath. 

Waters gave bond immediately after his 
trial in the lower court and pending the 
decision of the pardon board he did not 
begin the term of his service in the 
chaingang. The supreme court passed on 
the case last week, upholding the decision 
of the lower court and confirming the 
sentence. 

Following the recommendation of the 


pardon board Governor Candler yesterday | 


commuted the sentence from six months 
imprisonment to a fine of $5. 

The case is one of the most pecullar and 
interesting that has come before the chief 
executive in months. Waters is a member 
of the colony of Seventh Day Adventists 
that recentiy settled in Hall county and 
with the people of his religious belief the 
observes Saturday as the Sabbath. Some 
months ago Waters was seen by ene of 
his neighbors plowing in the field on Sun- 
day and he was at once arrested on the 
charge of violating the Sabbath and a 
case entered against him. 

It was theld by both courts before which 
the case came that there could be no 
doubt the law had been violated and the 
fact that Waters was a Seventh Day Ad- 
ventist and recognized Saturday as the 
Sabbath, did not give him the right to 
violate the statute of the state. 

The right of religious liberty guaran- 
teed by the constitution, it was held, did 


not give Waters the right to violate they 


Sabbath recognized as such by the law.

Interesting Decisions Handed Down 
in the High Court Yesterday. 


HEAD NOTES GIVEN IN FULL

61. McMillan et al, v. Cox. Before Judge 
Lumpkin. Fulton superior court. 
Lit‘ie, J.—1l1. When by the terms of a 

will real and personal property is given 
to the wife for life. with remainder to 
the children of the testator, a power con- 
ferred on the executrix, who was the 
wife of the testator, to sell any or all of 
the property devised and reinvest the 
nroceeds, expressed in language which 
plainly and unequivocally limits the pur- 
pose tor which any sale can be made to 
that of reinvestment only, does not, nol- 
withstancing the will may contain broad 
and liberal provisions as to the manner 
in which this powec may be exercised, 
empower the executrix to mortguge the 
property devised, nor to convey the title 
of such property as security for a dcut 
created by her. 

2. When after expressly conferring such 
a power the will also declares that “ro 
part of the corpus of said esiate is to be 
spent, unless in the judgment of my said 
wife the same shall be necessary for the 
proper maintenance and education of my 
minor children,’ nothing more than an 
implied authority to use a portion of the 
corpus, if necessary [for the maintenance 
and education of the testator’s minor 
children is given.
